afternonn,, It was arranged that during 
the night two divisions should harry the 
blockading line, whilst the third, com- 
posed of 80-knot boats, waa to find Admiral

Both operations‘acem to have beon brilli- 
antlycarried out. Oneof thedivisionsoppos- 
ed to the blockading line attracted the at- 

ention of the enemy's destroyers, and drew 

them wel! andor tha fire of tho cuant bat- 
tories, whilst the second attacked the big 
ships. The third diviswn waa no leas suc: 
ceseful in cuvorin; Admiral ‘Touchard’s 
entry ond in damaging his pursucrs. 
According to tho rulea, a torpedo-boat had 
to approach within 3v0 ynrdu of an enemy 
and remain unporo ived during vinety 
seconds in order te claim a victim, That 
was dono, it ia said, in no fewor than 
fifteen cases, Tho manquvres on the 
other side of the Mediterranean included 
‘an attaox on Bizorta, The fleet steod 
cloao in shore withuut lighta, and landed 
a force with artillery in difficult cireum- 
atances in pitch darkness, Tho guna, 
fourteen in number, were hauled some 
distance intand, and ty the top uf o chain 
of hills 900 feet hizh. The work of thi 
torpedo-bu ta nd submarinon etationed at 
Bizorta is anid to havo been excellent, both 
in watching and roporting tho enemy's 
maovements und in doing him demago a8 
opportunity occurred, Tho lesson to be 
lustned from these eperations is reported 
to be that tho garrison of Bizerts in not 
strong enough for *he work required of it, 
bit that the potentialities of the mosquito 
fleat, both for dofunce and attack, have 
been underestimared,
